THE RUSSO-GERMAN IMBROGLIO. 


Germany Devising 2 Reply. 


( Reuter's Service. } 
Genon, April 2. 

The membets of the conference to-day split into conclaves dis- 
» enasing the Rosso-German imbroglio. Mfr. Lloyd George first con- 
ferred with Lord Birkenhead and other Britishers, ‘after which 
delegates of the Little Entente, Poland, and Portugal were admitted 
tothe conference. The British delegates and those of the other 
convening Powers all lunched together, and continued conversations 
in the afternoon. . 

“The Germans, who worked Inte last night, continued their 
deliberations this morning, Dr. Rathenau meanwhile constantly 
conaulting Signor Schanzer. They are still undecided as to the 
nature of their reply to the Allies” Note, but hope to present it this 
eveniog. 
A Hopeful Sign. 


Mr. Leslie Urquhart has been sursmoned to Genoa. This is 
regarded as indicating the Soviet’s acceptance of principles eanbling 
British owners to resume operations on ther Russian properties. 

[Mro Urquhart is chairman of a large Anglo-Russian Ce. He 

visited Russia last year with a view to arranging for the resumption 
vt business, but the negotiations were not then saecessful.} 


Mr. Lloyd George -Confident of Successful Outeome. 


. ‘Genoa, April 20. 
Vr. Llord George adhered to his original view of a favourable 
outcome to the confarence at an interview with journalists, stating : 
“The conference will successfully end in the pacification of Earape 
and the formplation of schemes for raconstruction of the devasta a 
Contioent.” adding, ° Those desiting failure of the conference are 
tha troublesome persons.” 
The Rasso-German treats was serious, but presambly the Ger- 
mang have accepted: exelusion from Russian discussions, and no 
forther difficulty is -anticipatecd therefrom. Mr. Lloyd George 
. Was also confident that a pact for non-aggression wonld be 
concluded. 


Russian Reply t to London Memorandam. 


Paris, April 20. 

‘A message from Genos forecasts the Russian reply to London 
meamorandam, which is baing delivered to-morrow. It reiterates 
that the Saviets recogoise pre-war cebts, pruvided ‘thet the Allies 
offset the damages inflicted by the anti-revolutionary expeditions, 
and egree to pay the balance if the Allies grant a moratoritn and 
credits.

‘our hundred wagon-loads of ammunition belonging’ to the former 
+ Eastern Army.

The labour manifesto declares that it is for Dail Eireann to 
reunite the army and the country, and demands that it assort its 
authority or make way for the people.

THE ROOF GARDEN. 
To Be Opened Soon. 

The Hongkoog -Hotel roof 
garden ia nearly completed sod 
will probably be opened sometime 
towarde the end of uaxt month or. 
the beginning of June,a Telegrope 
reporter was informed this morn- 
ing. 

Entrance to the roof garden 
will be throngh the old Anglo- 
Egyptian Tobacco Store.. _Tha 
front of the shop ia being polled 
down and imposing doors erected. 
The old shop is being converted 
into a small lounge, with a Mosaic 
floor. Facing the entrance will 
be two lifts. the largest in tre 
Colony, and each capable of bokd- 
ing seventeen persons, 

The roof garden measures 8t 
feet by 34 feet and is being 
erected to af artistic desiga by 
Mesara, Palmer and Turner 
The walls are made to rapreseaot 
a kind of trelliswork effect. All 
around ere cosy little sitting out 
alcoves ‘and hangiag from the 
trelliswork will be imitation 
grapetines, with an electric light 
in the centre of each banch of 
grapes. The imitation v.nes ate 
fot yet cut from Home and so 
our representative was not. able 
to see the” finished decorative 
scheme, but they are due ous 
here in the middle of next month 
and when thay ere in position 
the garden should presenta cool 
and sttractive appearsnce. The 
is covered by an 
ornamental white coiling from 
which hang artistic lamps. Wheo 
the decorative scheme is complete 
tbe garden should be an ideal 
retreat during the hot Sommer 
months and will no doubt proves 
great attraction. 

Ithas not been definitely decid- 
ed how the garden will be used, 
butdoring the day quick lunches 
will probably be served and the 
roof garden will probably take 
the place ofthe old gril! roam for 
tea and dinner dances. The 
garden may also be used to give 
cinematogyaph performances and 
for this purpose an‘ opersting box 
has been fitted.

Flre Brigade Service. 


T understand shat the Captain 
Superintendent of Police has made 
several recommendatiods to the 
iovernment in his recent repurt on 
the Pure Brigads, several of which 
have already been ‘brOught iato 
effect, and woich will no doubt re. 
sult‘in greater efficiency in this De- 
partment. In a densely populated 
place like Hongkong i: is absohitely 
essential that safety should be the 
frst consideration, and Ho expense 
should therefore be spared in bring. 
ing all Bre Sghtine appliances up to 
date, beth ashore and afloat. With 
regard to the personnel of the Fire 
Brigade, I am of oninion that the 
duties ef the Captain Superioten- 
‘dent of Police, apart frum the su- 
pervision of the Fire Brigade, are in 
themselves more than sufficient te 
occupy fits full time, and that under 
the cireumstances a special execu 
tive offcer with fire fighting and 
engineering experience should be 
obtained from Home without delay. 
There is no doubt the engagement 
of such an officer would meef with 
general approval, and would result 
in our Fire Brigade benz broughs 
to a higher state of efficiency, than 
13 of present possible. In’ the 
meanti he proposed change in 
the staf of the Brigade, in which 
the part-time Eurcpean fremen are 
to be replaced by whole tine 
Chinese, officered by three trained 
European firemen, will he watched 
with intercsst, (Applause). 


Crown Agents. 
Correspondence has heen ex 
chauged between this Chamber and 
the Government with regard to pur. 
chases made’ by the Public Works 
Department ‘through the Crown 
Agents’ for the Colonies. Your 
Committee contends that the Gov- 
ernment should, as far a3 possible, 
purchase locally all supplies af 
British manufactured goods, and in 
this we have the supporE of the 
Chambers of Commerce at Columbo, 
Penang and Singapore. The pre- 
sent. policy of the Covernment is, 
&s you are aware, to purchase bulk 
supplies through the Crown “Agents, 
and to buy locally only such casual 
requirements as may be urgently 
needed. It seems a reasonable sug. 
gestion that firms which have spent 
time and capital in establishing 
branches owt here should be given 
preference over competitors who are 
content to sit on the doorstep of the 
Crown Agents in London, and who 
in no way contribute to the Colony’s 
welfare either by service or with 
money. The joint memorial to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies 
in this connection from. the Cham- 
bers of Commerce at Colombo, Pen- 
ang, Singapore and Hongkong has 
so far, I cegret to say, had no 
effect; but there is uo intention tu 
let the matter drop, and perhaps in 
time by dint of perseverance it may 
be possible to induce the powers- 
that-be in London’ to depart from 
the present unsatisfactory and anti 
quated Crown.

As you are all aware, this matter

WELL-KKOWN MISSIONARY DIES. 

Weunderstand that acablegram 
has been received by the loca! rep- 
resentatives of the .Wesleyan 
Methodist Missionary Society 
announcing the sudden death of 
the Rev. William Goudie, one of 
the Genera] Secretaries of that 
Society.” The deceased, wto 
was sixty-five years of age, 
served a5 8 missionary 
in South India from 1881 to 1906.

PAPER FROM RUBBER. 


— 


A New Use for Latex. 

As a direct result of the con- 
tinued depression in the crade 
tubber market and the efforts 
that would naturally be made to 
find new outlets for the plant- 
ation ‘product, s new use for rub- 
ber latex: in the manufacture of 
paper seems to have been dis- 
covered, according to an 
American consular report. Mr. 
Frederick Kaye is responsible for 
the discovery and bas patented 
his process. . 


It is claimed” for the new dis-|: 


covery that it will not only re- 
duce the cost of paper masufac- 
turing matefially and simplify 
paper-making methods, but that 
ib will greatly improve the quality 
of the product. For example, 
Mr. Kaye claims thet by his pro; 
cess the effect of introducing 
even very small quantities of 
rabber into the mannfactore of 
paper from some fibres is to pro— 
duce a rubber paper possessing 
considerably bettar physical 
qualities than that made from 
the same fibres by the usual pro- 
cesses. : 
RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS. 
Experiments .were made to 
show that with an ordinary fibre 
made into gs paper containing 
one-tenth of 1 percent.of rubber 
the product bad a folding number 
of 35,000 to 6,000 and xu tensile 
strength two or threa times that 
of the same material made .with- 
out rubber. But with a‘rubber 
centent of about seventy-five one 
hundredths of 1 per cent. the 
folding number reached 14,500, 


while the same paper made inf 


the usual manner bad a folding 
number of 30. ° 

Auotber fibre beaten for half 
the usual time made intos paper 
containing 1 per cent-of rubber 
had « folding number of 72,500 
and a tensile strength of 87 
pounds for « strip 1 inch wide, 
equal to 6,600 Ib. per square inch, 
or about twice the strength of a 
well-vulcanized © rubber com- 
pound such as is used in tyres, 
for -example. The bursting 


strength was sbout 40 Ib. for al 


thickness, of one-tenth of a milli- 
metre,
